Danger of Bloating—To reduce dan 
ger o f bloating, cattle and 
sheep 
should be given a good fill of dry feed, 
particularly roughage, before they are 
turned on green forage, such as red 
clover or alfalfa. 
If some dry rough­ 
age is convenient for them in the pas­ 
ture they often correct, of their own 
accord, tendencies to bloat. 
Dew and 
-rain increase :he danger of bloating. 
Apple Insect*— Be sure to hit the 
apple red bug in the calyx spray. 
Don’t wait for them to arrive. Use one 
pint of nicotine in IOO gallons of di­ 
lute summer strength lime sulphur, 
adding arsenate of lead to control the 
coddling moth. 
Soiling O op s— Now is the time to 
plan for soiling crops to help out J 
when pastures get short next sum- f 
mer.

METHODS OF 
TREATMENT 


Two Broods of Moth Each Year Are 
Met With Spray of Lead-Arsenate; 
Control Is Easy. 


A State-wide campaign against ll v; 
white-marked tussock moth early this j 
summer is urged by A. B. Champlain, 
of the Bureau of Plant Industry, Penn­ 
sylvania Department of Agriculture. 
He has just issued a statement rec­ 
ommending active work by school 
children and scout organizations as 
an effective means of controlling the 
pest which causes extensive damage 
to shade and fruit trees in thi^ State 
every year. 
The tussock moth was nominated 
by the expert for the job of chief 
defoliator of shade trees in Pennsyl­ 
vania towns and cities. 
Ile puts the 
destructive caterpillar of this moth 
at the head of the list of pests in that 
class. They are twice unwelcome be­ 
cause of the unsightly appearance; 
caused by the plastering of cocoons i 
and egg masses on the trunks and 
larger branches of trees and on ad­ 
jacent buildings. 
Describing the leaf-eating caterpil­ 
lar, its method of attack and ways of 
combating it, the statement said: 
“There are two broods of the moth 
each year in Pensylvania and nearby 
states, the first appearing in May. 
The insect spends the winter as an egg 
in 
conspicuous, white, foamy egg 
masses which contain from IOO to 400 
eggs. The 
hatch in May and the j 
small caterpillar* feed on the under­ 
side of the leaves. 
As they increase 
in size they eat the larger portions! 
until ail but the largest veins are de­ 
voured. 
They prefer leaves of pop­ 
lar. horse chestnut, soft maple,* elm. 
linden, and most varieties of fruit 
trees. 
“They may be identified easily and 
the caterpillars are of staking appear-1 
anre, being marked with beautiful 
colors and long black plumes. A pair 
of plumes protude over the bright 
red head and a single plume rises from 
—the opposite end of the LnHy_____ 
“A broad, black band, bordered with 
yellow, extend:;, the full length of the 
f>ack. 
Four white brushlike tufts 
of hair, or tv*sock*, stand upright 
in a row on the back, and from these 
the moth derives its name. 
“These destructive, pest* may be 
controlled with relative ease. A thor-1 
ough spraying of the foliage with I 
lead-arscnate, one and one-half pounds 
of the powder to 50 gallons of water, 
during June will destroy 
the first 
brood. A second application in August 
will clean up the second brood if the 
first spray does not completely an-! 
swer the purpose. 
Scraping off and 
burning the egg masses is another 
means of control. 
A sponge soaked 
in crude creosote, mounted on a long 
pole and pressed against the egg 
masses, is also an effective treat­ 
ment. Banding trees with sticky sub­ 
stances is not considered a satis­ 
factory means of controlling this in­ 
sect.” 


INSPECTOR DECLARES EGGS 


ARE PACKED CARELESSLY 


Advocating that more protection be 
given eggs in transit by shippers, E. 
J. Lawless, Jr., of the Bureau of Mar­ 
kets, 
Pennsylvania 
Department of 
Agriculture, stated that fully half the 
shipments are made in old dilapidated 
cases that afford insufficient insurance 
against breakage. 
He declared more 
care should be taken to pack the eggs 
securely when they are to be shipped 
by express or parcel post. 
On a recent inspection trip, Lawless 
travelled in a railroad car devoted to 
egg and poultry shipments. 
He ex­ 
amined the egg cases 
and 
found, 
among other evidences of careless­ 
ness, that top layers of eggs were ex­ 
posed because part of the wooden 
case was broken off; that excelsior 
pads were not used in all cases, and 
that in some instances the pads were 
/educed in thickness, showing that 
material had been removed to make it 
go further} that some cases had badly 
warped sides and tops, and that cases 
with straight sides and straight tops 
were not generally used. 
He also learned, on the same in­ 
spection, that the parcel post ship­ 
ments, in particular, were carelessly 
packed. 
He found the fragile eggs 
entrusted to the mails in cardboard 
boxes, tin boxes, homemade carriers, 
and the regulation egg cases. 
Some 
of them, he said, were tied together 
with old rope. 
Lawless recommended the use of 
substantial cases, well-nailed and wir­ 
ed, with good fillers, pads, and flats, 
for the safe shipment of eggs.
